SouthlfiTid^ia enteriti" upon a new ora 
of prosperity, to judga from tho thrao following 
puragraphs, which we clip from a Dunedin 
paper : — “There are two foundiiea in aotire 
operation in Invercargill, and a third ia to be ee- 
tablished shortly.— habour, both shilled and nn- 
ekilled, is exceedingly sc.rrce in Southland— in 
fact, artisans or laborers can scarcely be ob- 
tain&l at present for money, love, or any other 
consideration.— The traffic between Invercargill 
and the Western District is largely on the in> 
crease. Two lines of coaches run between Inver- 
cargill and Riverton, and a third line ts to com- 
menoe immediately." 

During the diaciission in the Legislative 
Council upon the Reply to the Governor's ad- 
dress, Mr Waterhouse is reported by telegraph 
to have said “The prosperity of the Colony 
was not entirely due to the Publ'o Works policy. 
It was due to the prosperity of the pastoral in- 
terest, caused by the increased price of wpol, 
which had brought £3,000,000 into the country.” 

Mr Carruthers, Engineer-in-CUief of the 
Colony, has laid upon the tab'e of the House of 
Representatives .his annual report upon the 
Middle Island railways. The following Otago 
railways are thus reported upon: — The Waitaki- 
hlneraki Railway runs through one of the best 
districts in the Midd'e Is'and, and there are in 
it 60,000 acres under cultivation. The revenue 
is estimated at £17,000, and the working cxi 
penses at £14,000. The revenue from the Toko- 
mairiro and Lawrence Railway ia estimated at 
£18,000, and the working expenses at £10,000, 
leaving a net annual profit of £80(10. The esti- 
mated receipts from the Winton and Kingston 
line are £26,000, and the estimated working ex- 
penses £18,300, leaving an annual pcotit of 
£7500.

THE AMATEUR ENTERTAINMENT. 

♦ 

The first popular entertainment organised 
this winter on behalf of the Cromwell Athe- 
nrsum building fund took place last Thurs- 
djy evening at Kidd's Concert-hall; in the 
presence of a large and appreciative audience. 
An unusual degree of energy on the part of 
the Programme Committee, and a unanimuus 
determination on the part of the performers, 
both musical and dramatic, to put forth their 
best efforts to please, combined to work out 
such a successful and gratifying result as we 
have seldom had the pleiisure of recording in 
these pages. In the absence of Mr MacKel- 
w,--upon whom, by tacit consent, the duty 
has invariably devolved on previous occa- 
sions of this kind, — the onerous and respon- 
sible post of geuer.al director was undertaken 
hy Mr Preshaw ; and very ably and satisFac- 
wtiiy did he perform the work. Tlie stage 
*as tastefully decorated for the occasion, and 
the annugements for the comfort and con- 
venience of the various performers left little 
to be desired on that score. The first part of 
the entertainment comprised a number of 
yocal pieces,— solos and duels,— a reciialion, 
instrumental selections by tbe Brass Band, 
and some practical illustratioosoF mesmerism 
and clairvoyance by “ Professor Sqnasli" and 
nis son. The second part was devoted to tbe 
performance of tbe favunrite farce, “Turn 

in Out,'' which was introduced with a 
Srand march played by the Band. 

"hnrtly after eight o’clock the curtain rose 
w the overture, at the conclusioa of which 



the members of the Band received a well- 
earned tribute of approbation. Next on the 
programme was a song, “ The Oftieer’a Fune- 
ral, ” but for this, by consent, Mr Todd siib- 
stitiited “ Oft in the Stilly Night,’’— a very 
trying ordeal for a first appearance ; never- 
less it was successful, and the singer evinced 
a degree of control over his voice which at 
once proved liim to be a proficient in tlic art. 
The operatic duet, “Peace to thy Spirit,” 
(Verdi), was well rendered by Mrs Rhind 
and Mrs Matthews ; the voices harmonised 
pleasantly, the music was correctly sung, and 
the accompaniment was artisticaily played ; 
but the effect was greatly marred iii conse- 
quence of the piano being below concert- 
pitch, thus necessitating an unnatural depres- 
sion of the voice-s to preserve unison with the 
tone of the instrument. The same unavoid- 
able defect was noticeable throughout the 
concert, and all the vocalists laboured under 
equal disadvantages in this particular. Mr 
Jaggar’s comic recitation, “ The Oiie-Ieircred 
Goose,” was well delivered, and created con- 
siderable mirth among the audience. “ The 
Fairy Bells,” sung by Mrs Matthews with 
taste and expression, was favourably received, 
and the accompaniment was very prettily and 
effectively played by Mrs Rhind. The Band 
gave the favourite air, “ Love Not,” in good 
style, and were warmly applauded. The next 
song, “ Herz mein Herz,” was sung hy Mr 
Pretsch, who acquitted himself, as he always 
does, most creditably. Then followed the 
ever-popular duet, “ The Gipsy Countess,” 
by Mrs Rhind and Miss Brownlie, which was 
excellently sung and highly appreciated ; the i 
former lady’s well-tr.ained voice is peculiarly 
rich and melodious in the lower note.s, and ' 
blended effectively with the clear, fresh treble 
of Miss Brownlie. The next to appear was 
Mr Robert Campbell, wlio gave that difficult 
song, “The Anchor’s Weighed,” in admir- 
able style, although he was not at all pre - 1 
pared for it, having been called upon at tbe I 
last moment to supply the place of a vocalist ! 
1 who failed to “ show up.” This was followed 
jby “ Kathleen Aroon,” a simple yet beautiful 
melody, nicely sung by Miss Brownlie. After 
a lively dance-tnne by the Band, Mr James 
Hurley appeared in one of liis clever ni"‘^er 
semgs, danced a plantation breakdown with 
marvellous agility, and finally brought down 
the house. An encore was persistently do- 
^ niauded, but the stage-iuanagev ivas iiiexor- 
i able, and would allow no infringement of the 
I rule he h.id laid down. Mrs Matthews, in 
j “ The Flowers of the Forest,” was less effec- 
itive tha'i usual, but this w.ss entirely owing 
|to the mii'avouriiblo circumstance «'e have 
I before referred to ; the music was correctly 
I rendered, and the omuicialion admirably dis- 
! tiuct, but the re(jui.site power and expression 
could not be imparted. “The Bonnie Brier 
Bnsh” was well ann.g by bliss Brownlie, and 
this concluded the concert. Mrs Rhind, as 
abeompanirt, played brilliantly and skilfully, 
and contributed largely to the general suc- 
cess of the entertainment. 

Professor Hquaili (Mr .\loore) and son gave 
an amusing exhibition of an electro-biological 
j kind, and also d'd some clever things in cOair 
ivoyance. Their efforts to amuse were well 
appreciated. 

To give a detailed critique of the dramatic 
performance-ythe well-known farce “Tuni 
Him Out”-— is nuneoes-sary : suffice it to say 
that the piece is admirably suiiahlo for an 
amateur company, the various piwts being 
evenly balanced, and none of the characters 
difficult to impersonate.

The high 
heavens above, and the best part of tbe earth on 
which we live, have given their verdict on this 
gambling fonn of demoralis ition— and what is 
that verdict ? Here it is “ Wide is this gate, 
broad is this way.” Millions enter here °few 
return. Hero are found the Palmers, the Bed- 
paths, the Newoastles, and tbe Drapers ; hiiher 
come tlic noblest and tho meanest specimens of 
the human race ; here the subtlest intellects are 
employed in cooking accounts, forgeries, and other 
contrivances to meet accruing risks and broken for- 
iunes. Paipiers’graves arohere, gaols and gibbets, 
and many other forms of human ruin.

TUni MAYORAL ELECTION. 

An emergency meeting of tlrs Council was 
held in the Town-hall on Thursday, tho 24th 
inst. The Mayor and all tho members were pro- 
Bent. Cr. Marsh was appointed Town-Clerk pro 
re vafa. 

The Mayor stated that in reply to a telegram 
sent to the Provincial Solicitor by the Town- 
Clerk, (asking for advice ns to proper mode of 
procedure to be adopted in reference to the 
Mayoral election,) the following letter had been 
received from Mr Turton 

‘‘Cannot advise. Consult legal adviser of 
your Corporation.” 

The following letter wag read from Mr F. J. 
Wilson, solicitor 

“Messrs Marsh and Dawkina. 

“Centlemen, — In reply to your questions re- 
specting the position of the Mayoral election for 
Cromwell, I have to advise as follows ; — 

“The provision of the law in Otago respecting 
contested Miiiiicipal elections appears toheuniquo 
in that it does not allow of a casting vote. In 
pol'tical elections, under the Municipal Act of 
TSfiT, and the Otago Roads Ordinance, a casting 
Vote is allowed ; therefore these laws are no 
guide as to principle. 

“Originally, there was no provision at all in 
the Otago Municipal law for the concingency aris- 
ing upon a tie ; an accident which did I believe 
arise once. Thereupon, the A mending Ordinance 
of IS7D wns passed, which provides that in the 
ovent of a tie, neither candidate shall be deemed 
to have been elected, but as soon thcrenfteras 
•conveniently may he a /rps-h eUcthn shall take 
]daee, as pri>vided by the 30th section of the Or- 
dinance of 1805. 

“Neither this Peciion nor the interpretation 
■clause throws any li[fht on wdiat is meant by the 
Word “election.” It the.refore becomes nece.s- 
■sary to consider its meaning from the tenor of 
the whole Uw, an<l the force of the word itself. 
Upon this I am of oninion that the words “a 
tresh election’' mean that the whole matter must 
be gone over again, beginning with a new adver- 
tisement or noi.ice for nominations. The nomi- 
nation, poll, declaration, (fee., are each and all 
required in the event of a contested elcct'on, and 
together make an “ election,” and are each and 
all (in case of contest) required for “a fresh elec- 
tion,” 

“ I believe some of the Council hiv stress upon 
these wor<ls in the 3t)f:h section, viz., — “every 
act necessary for the completion of such elec!:ion 
may be done,” &c. , as meaning that is only ne- 
'Cessary to hold another poll. I do not so’read 
them, but think them only words of indemnify re- 
quired to follow on the earlier part of the sec- 
tion. 

“ I recommend, therefore, that proper notice 
be forthwith given of time and ]dace for a new 
nomination.— Your obedient servant, 

“ F» J, Wilson, 

“Cromwell, 24bh Ju'y, 1873.” 

The( Council resnlvecl to act upon the arlvice of 
Mr Wilson ; and it was moved by Cr. Wright, 
uecnncled by Cr. Grant, and a;;r'eed to— 

“ Th.at the nomination for the office of Mayor 
take ]ikce on Thnrsda%', tbe 31st July cur- 
rent and the election, {if necessary) on Wed- 
nesday, 6th August.” 

Cr. Dawkins w.as appointed Ifetnrn'ng Officer. 

EBSIG-NATIOX OF THE TOWS-CLERK. 

A letter was received from H. W. Smythies, 
tendering his resignation as Town-Clerk. 

It was resolved — ■ 

“That Mr Smythies" resignation be accepted 
as dating from 31st July current, on condition 
that all books, docnnients, and papers in his pos- 
ses-sioii shell be certified by the Auditors as cor- 
I'ect, and th.at all property belonging to tbe Cor- 
poratiiin be handed over to tlie'Council on the 
date above mentioned : Mr Smythies to be in- 
formed of tbe passing of this resolution.” 



Mr Hayes said ho had been asked by a 
nninbor of the ratepayers to stand for Mac- 
nndrow Ward.

— In 
reply to Mr Matthews, the candidate said he 
had not yet made up his mind on the ques- 
tion of water-supply ; hut wlien the matter 
came before the Council he would, if returned, 
give it his best consideration.
